The London Spectator of March 28th gives 


nn excellent vindication of Mr. Gladstone In 
an imagined gollloojuy.

[ bave not really contributed something to a 
lumaner foreign policy, to the strengthen- 
ing ot Greece, for Instance, by the cession of 
lie Ionian islands; to the strengthening of 
Italy, by soothing the s«neel«w panic to which 
.be cession ot Mice and Savoy to Ft»nce had 
led; to the strengthening ot Belgium, when 
war broke out between France and Germany, 
and I was enabled to secure the adhesion of 
both powers to the treaty for presoivlng the 
neuttalltyof Belgium; to the salvation of 
Bulgaria ana Montenegro, when tno policy of 
Lord fieaconsfield would have sacrificed both; 
and to that cession ot Thessaly to Greece 
which she would never have gained but for 
my rettuu to power. And it was my greatest 
pride th»t the same event restored Afghanis- 
tan to Independence and checked that ure- 
natlng spirit pmoqg tbe-Anglo-Indlans which 
li«s always filled me with dread. 


•And yet now, after fifty years of public 


life, and niSre tnan «complete numeration ot 
the highest office, where do I find myself? I 
am waging a bloody war againnt Arabian 
tribes, to whom 1 never grudged, and never 
c«n grudge, a single foot of tbe deserts over 
which they love to range. Instead of im- 
proving the talent which God has given to 
English Industry by a thrifty nnd prudent 
economy and a gradual reduction pf financial 
burden^, I am asking parliament for millions 
to be expended in shooting Arabs in one con- 
tinent and in preparing to shoot Russians in 
another. Nor do I reallj son how I could hay« 
avoided either task, unless, indeed, 1 bad 
been false to all my principles of action, and 
had begun to bluster go soon, and with such 
an air of ostentatious imperiousness, tbat 
neither Kt-ypt nor Russia would have ven- 
tured to take tbe action they bave. I am 
told, «nd I am not quite sure that there may 
not be something In it, that If Palmerston, 
with bis bluster, bad|been in UranvilJe's place, 
Arabl would never have lifted bis band against 
tbe khedive, and Russia would never bave let 
loose ner wild men In the Tnrcouau desarta.

anarchy, and Russia saw her opportunity to 
squeeze something out ef her best English 
fri«nd. And it may be so, for neither Egyp 
t1«n soldiers nor Slavonic generals are reason- 
able creatures. They are guided much more 
b} flourishes which appeal to tbe imagination 
than by nepect for tbe consideration and sln- 
cerltj of honest statesm«nshlp; and I do not 
feel by «ny means confident that the time U 
come when by trusting nations exactly as you 
would trust equals in private society, jou 
will get out of them tbe most temperate and 
the most equitable conduct. It is, I suppose, 
as childish to reason mildly with a false 
prophet M to order tbe waves of the sea to 
retire. And perhaps a Cossack KAner«I is not 
In any veij high degree the superior ot a 
false prophet. At all event?, this Is certain, 
th-r at the close of my career I am hall 
do"Mlng whether my own gceat principles of 
international policy can be successfully ap- 
plied to countries in which no principles of 
civic self-restraint have ever been fostered, 
and where the tight of the strongest is 
the only law. I may well say, "Woe 
is me, Uiat 1 am constulned to dwell with 
Monhect, and to have my habitation among tbe 
tents of K'edsr. Mj soul hatb long dwell 
among the™ that aie enemies to peace. 1 
labor lor peace; but when I speak unto them 
thereof, they make them ready to battle;' 
and so it may well happen that the latest re- 
sult of a foreign policj, conceived in a spirit 
which I sincerely believe to bave been Chris- 
tl«n, fs to be found in those blood-sprinklec 
deserts, and may yet be tbe pouring out ol 
new rivers of blood among the fastnesses of 
CenUal Asia. It Is a hard fate to naste tbe 
millions which indxutiy so ranch values oh 
senseless slaughter. But it is a harder Me 
to feel tbat the veiy consideuteD<wi and gen 
erosity which have produced Huch givst re- 
Suits in Europe art likely to produce evils 
almost over-balancing them in the wild fast- 
nemos of-Africa and Asia; and to be told, not 
perhaps without truth, that it I hsd do»lt more 
roughly with these barbarians, I should bave 
spared both Fnglish blood and treasure, and 
the Hvoo-of innocent waulors who find a sort 
ot gloiy In d}iDg by English bullets or Eng- 
lish bayonets Trnly, at tbe end of my 
CIUVI/T Providence Is showing me that the.

It they 
are not to tie mistaken for that poltroonery 
for which all my enemies give me credit In 
their complete iguuiance of tbe deep tenacity 
of puipose, which Is, as I believe, the 
root ot my whole 
bearing 
In public 


life. They must think what they will. 
But If I koow anything of myself, my only 
mistake bus born In too easily supposing bar- 
barians capable of self-government, and In 
thinking them willing to recogulze disinterest- 
edness where disinterestedness really exists. 
And the penalty I bave to pay for tbat mis- 
take Is to rftsrl daily of wholesale massacres 
where I bad hoped to bear of the strides 
of civilization, aid to ..be obliged to tax 
bea»il> tbe Industry which I bad hoped 
every year to emancipate from needless bur- 
dens. This is the true Irons of destiny, lo 
make me r<wp tbe bloodiest wars »s the fruit 
of a too pa.ssionnte love of peace, and the 
spread of desolation, where I bad coveted tbe 
part of restoring not only prosperity, but Inde- 
pendence.' It Mr, Gladstone ever Indulges 
in such a soliloquy as this, will not history at 
le^t tnke up and justify the burden of bis sad 
reflections?

mere are horses that will catry >ou 


through a run like well-oiled machines, but 
are such villainous bacfcs that taey cause you 
throe hours' misery for every half hour of 
ple»«ure. '1 here are horses. Again, tbat are 
[witless over a bank country, on whom one's 
life would scarcely be worth a d.iy's purchase 
among blind ditches. Then many of tbe clev- 
erest fencers will refuse to face water under 
any conditions and some horses tbat will 
skim over brooks like swallows, stop aa if 
shot before timber. The finest hunter we ever 
hsd was aconBriued kicker, nnd when one 
took him out one bad a good dent of one's 
own society, for be wonld kick one's friends 
or their horses If they came within reach ot 
him. 
A nother hunter had been recommended 


to as by his former owner as a wonderfully 
clever horse tbat never fell. This was true 
enough. He was *n extraordinary fencer, 
and he took good care never to fall, but ho 
made no allowances for his rider. If he 
jumped near a tree he would biulse out legs 
Against the trunk, or smash oar lint among 
tbe branches, Sometimes, Instead of Hying n 
fence, be would stop short, crash through it, 
drop himself cautiously Into the ditch, ami 
scramble out on the other bide, to his own 
great satisfaction, -but cither 
filling our 


brooches with thorns, tt.irlngour clothes, or 
leaving us behind altogether. Most horse- 
men must have met with hunters of excep- 
tional brilliancy that occasionally overjumped 
themselves, iiiereare fow more unpleasant 
sensations In the hunting field than to fool 
your horse lose all control over bis limbo 
when high In tbe air, and then come down 
with >onlna helpless heap. Some horses 
do this from .having an abnormal durclopmont 
of muscle in their quarters with but moderate 
shoulders Snch horses, In fact, jomp too well 
behind. i'orse8,ontuecontmy,tbat]umptoo 


well In front are apt to g>\e their riders 
another sort of fall, as pbysjologl«U wtio ride 
hem over high and still timber will discover. 
L'hero Is another dteagrooablc sort of horse 
unt hiw a perrtrse prtxillectlon for choosing 
ilsown place In a fence. Ho Is often a 
brilliant hunter, nod you sail away on him 
wllll comfort mid confidence. After he bi>s 
carried you safely over ooveral big fences you 
:allop him fast andfroolyat whatyou consider 
he weakest place la a forbidding looking 
blackthorn hedge with every promise of a 
wide ditch on the opposite side. He goes at 
t apparently with resolution, but when ho Is 
within, throo yards of It be swerves, and you 
hlnk be 1s going to refuse altogether. In a 
moment, however, be gives an ool-llke twist 
ind bounds over a little to tbe side of the 
spot you had selected. He will not tall, but 
you will unless your soat is uueeptlonable.
